There are those who recog nize the v alu e of 
v oting , bu t pu t su ch hig h v alu e on their own 
v otes that they “sav e” them for “important’* 
election^. They are the ones who say : 
**I only v ote in the presidential elections. 
These local ones don’t really mean mu ch.** 


Add to those ty pes the people who ju st 
“can’t find the time” or “can’t be bothered” 
and y ou hav e something like 2,000 people in 
the city alone who will not be elig ible to 
cast ballots in Nov ember. 
Those 2,000 are the reason backers of the 
reg istration campaig n are not resting on the 
increase in the nu mber of v oters sig ned u p. 
Each citizen who fails to v ote is a threat to 
democracy ’s streng th. The really sig nificant 
fig u re is not the nu mber who hav e reg istered, 
bu t the nu mber who hav e not. 
One hu ndred per cent reg istration may be 
improbable bu t it is not impossible. Until it 
is achiev ed, new records can be set ev ery 
election y ear and the need for reg istration 
campaig ns still will remain. 
If and when it is achiev ed, we will hav e 
a reg istration record we can really crow 
abou t. 


End Of The Diplo matic Line 


Patience and tact are two of the cardinal 
ru les of diplomacy . The av erag e citizen is 


often appalled by the lang u ag e and actions 
tolerated by those eng ag ed in international 


relations as the rou tine method of doing 


bu siness. 
Consequ ently , most Americans probably felt 
like cheering President Eisenhower when he 
retu rned as u nacceptable Nikita Khru shchev ’s 
latest diatribe disg u ised as a “diplomatic 
note.” Ev ery man u nderstands that there are 
times when an abu siv e attack is best an­ 
swered by refu sing it the dig nity of an 
answer. 
Actu ally , by taking the action he did, the 
President disprov ed the v ery accu sation the 
Kremlin has hu rled at him in its fu ry at being 
scorned. 
It say s, for instance, the retu rn of the bitter 
letter shows American au thorities do not 
want to “listen to the v oice of reason.” WTiat 
is reasonable abou t charg ing the United States 
with “ ag g ression** becau se it acts to defend 
a nation with whom it has a defense ag ree­ 
ment? 
The Red bosses also charg e that the U.S. 
Ig nores the “ popu lar demand for pu tting an 
end to the polic>' o' saber rattling which is 
carry ing the world to the brink of w^ar.’* 
Wliat is more entitled to the label of *‘saber 
rattling ** than Khru shchev *s threat to ex pel 
American forces from the Formosa area if 
they do not leav e v olu ntarily ? WTio started 
the cu rrent shooting there. an>'way '* 
And Prav da, the v oice of “tru th” the way 


The Red Uto pia 


Nikita Khru shchev ’s proposals for the re­ 
org anization of the Sov iet school sy stem to 
teach more respect for work g iv es added 
sig nificance to two recent articles in a Ru s­ 
sian y ou th newspaper. 
Written by a Commu nist philosopher they 
warned y ou ng Ru ssians ag ainst painting too 
rosy a pictu re of the Red Utopia they hav e 
been promised. 
Althou g h the Sov iet Union is now officially 
in the stag e of socialism where people are 
rewarded according to their work, the au thor 
emphasizes, the Commu nist ideal is that all 
people will wbrk according to their abilities 
and be paid only according to their needs. 
How and when the Kremlin proposes to 
make the shift were not discu ssed. Neither 
was* the qu estion of who will decide what 
each indiv idu al’s abilities and needs are. 
In the u ltimate state, philosopher continu es, 
there will be no need for money or sav ing s 
becau se nothing will be bou g ht or sold.

If this seems a bit g rim for a Utopia, the

Moscow sees it, claims that the President’s 
rejection of the letter constitu ted “ a v iolation 
of the g enerally accepted ru les of diplomatic 
relations.” As the White Hou se statements on 
the su bject so clearly emphasized, Khru sh­ 
chev ’s harang u e did not fall within the ou ter­ 
most limits of the patience and tact ex pected 
in diplomatic practice.

If those talks fail, the U.S. will take the 
Issu e before the United Nations, which is 
fou nded u pon the principle of peaceably set­ 
tling international conflicts. And the U N. 
itself is marking time on the m atter to g iv e 
the Warsaw neg otiators a chance to work 
thing s ou t. 
On the other hand, the Commu nists in both 
Peiping and Moscow hav e backg rou nded the 
Warsaw meeting s with one threatening tactic 
after another, climax ed by the abu siv e and 
Insu lting Khru shchev letter of last Friday . 
At that point the President of the United 
States felt compelled to call a halt. His 
patience cou ld be tax ed, his tact imposed 
u pon, bu t he wou ld not be bu llied.

One of Jim Hoffa’s intimate bu s­ 
iness associates not too long ag o 
pledg ed that the Teamsters’ chief 
wou ld deposit a certified check 
for one million 
dollars of u n­ 
ion 
fu nds 
in 
a Florida bank 
from w h i c h 
t h e y were 
s e e ki n g big 
loans for a pri­ 
v ate land de­ 
v elopment pro­ 
ject. 
Tlie offer, ac­ 
cording to de- 
Victor Riesel 
tailed bu t v irtu ally u nnoticed rec­ 
ords of the McClellan committee, 
was made by a 
“Col.” Henry 
Lower to the president of 
the 
Florida National Bank at Orlando. 
Lower and Hoffa hav e been part­ 
ners in this real estate adv entu re 
known as Su n Valley , near Titu s­ 
v ille, Fla. 
When Lower made the million 
dollar offer in 1956, he also as­ 
su red the bank president that Hof­ 
fa was a fine fellow to do bu siness 
with becau se he soon wou ld be 
president 
of 
the 
International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
That conv ersation was held long 
before Hoffa actu ally was elected. 
Part of the deal went throu g h. Hof­ 
fa deposited a half a million dol­ 
lars of his Detroit local 
u nion’s 
fu nds in the Florida bank—in an 
interest-free checking accou nt. 


SHORTLY, the Oriando bank did 
lend the Lower - Hoffa Su n Valley 
“ homes • in - the - su n - for - team­ 
sters’* project a half million dol­ 
lars. 
There 
was 
no ordinary col­ 
lateral. The bank simply adv anced 
the money to Hoffa’s partner on 
that partner’s sig natu re—and the 
promise that Hoffa’s Detroit Local 
Union 299 wou ld alway s keep an 
accou nt in the bank equ al to the 
amou nt which Su n Valley owed the 
Orlando financial institu tion. 
When the McClellan committee 
chief cou nsel, 
Robert 
Kennedy , 
asked this Florida bank for a state­ 
ment on this u nu su al practice of 
making big loans withou t u su al 
collateral, the bank’s v ice presi­ 
dent stated that they accepted a 
“moral assig nment of v ariou s con­ 
tracts for deeds made between 
Su n Valley and pu rchasers.” 
Jim Hoffa has made g ood on the 
promise. Hoffa’s word was Su n 
Valley ’s bond. His local u nion had 
$400,000 still in interest-free depos­ 
its in the bank at the close of bank­ 
ing hou rs on Wednesday , Sept. 17. 
At the u su al indu strial interest 
rates Hoffa’s u nion cou ld h a v e 
earned well ov er $50,000 instead of 
cov ering his priv ate real estate 
project for nothing these past few 
y ears. 


BUT SUN VALLEY may not 
hav e paid off for Hoffa, either. 
McClellan committee probers re­ 
ported that the project is abou t 
bankru pt. 
We don’t know y et whether Hot- 
fa did well on the deal bu t it’s cer­ 
tain that a lot of well - meaning 
folk, eag er to retire into the su n, 
did lose. 
They bou g ht their rainbow’s end 
when word was passed in Detroit 
that “Ju nmy was interested.” 
One of them was a newsboy who 
pu t his nickels into a piece of 
God’s earth for his mother. Girls 
working in the Teamster offices 
bou g ht property . Tru ckdriv ers pu t 
hard-earned $50 pay ments 
down 
and threw $10 a month into the 
pot. Look at these fig u res—$2.50 a 
week ou t of a Teamster’s pocket. 
And why not? The Su n Valley 
salesmen 
pictu red 
the 
dev elop­ 
ment as a g old old ag e hav en— 
beau tifu lly located, fu lly improv ed 
with roads and sewerag e sy stems 
—and with inex pensiv e homes eas­ 
ily constru cted. There were few 
Improv ements. 
In fact, the pu rchasers did not 
actu ally g et title to their lots. They 
were to wait u ntil Su n Valley ’s 
owners paid off the first mortg ag e. 
Only then cou ld they really beg in 
bu ilding homes, becau se only then 
wou ld they own the land on which 
these “hav ens” cou ld stand. 


WHEN SOME inqu ired abou t the 
cost of hou ses, they learned that

No thing Ev er Chang es

(Editor’s Note: Some of T.T.’s

Today ’s essay ist is a commercial 
sales representativ e for an elec­ 
tric power company .) 


*‘This town nev er chang es; It is 
the same as it was 20 y ears ag o.” 
How many times hav e y ou heard 
this statement abou t the town? 
It’s said too often, u nfortu nately . 
The last time it was said to me, 
I was sitting in an u ltra-modern, 
g lass and brick restau rant 
that 
had ju st opened. It was bu ilt in the 
ex act spot where its predecessor 
had been and had looked a little 
shabby , old and 
ou t 
of 
place. 
What a difference between those 
two bu ilding s, bu t then, “nothing 
ev er chang es here.” 
There are two reactions to this 
statement abou t the city in which 
we liv e. One, y ou don’t 
think 
abou t it and g enerally believ e it: 
or two, y ou finally g et irritated 
enou g h to sit down and make a 
list of some chang es that hav e oc­ 
cu rred. In a matter of minu tes, 
the list g ets leng thy . 
Phy sical chang es are many . Is 
there a town which hasn’t bu ilt 
some new schools lately or ex ­ 
panded ex isting bu ilding s? The old 
bu ilding s, especially , are g etting 
new c» ats of paint, chalk-boards, 
lig hts and v isu al edu cation. A new 
env ironment is being established 
to permit the many recent chang es 
in edu cation to be u sed in teach­ 
ing ou r children. Bu t schools nev er 
chang e mu ch arou nd here, only 
their size, atmosphere and prod­ 
u ct — better 
edu cated 
y ou ng 
citizens. 
A look at the chu rches in town 
will prov ide more items for the 
list. Spiritu ally , more people are 
g oing to chu rch, and as a resu lt 
there hav e been phy sical chang es 
in ou r chu rches; new sanctu aries, 
edu cational u nits or ex pansion to 
the ex isting plant. Bu t these are 
minor items, becau se ou r 
town 
doesn’t chang e mu ch. 


Now ou r bu siness area hasn’t 
really 
been 
tou ched 
recently . 
There hav e been 10 or 15 stores 
that hav e made chang es in their 
bu ilding s; 
new' 
fronts, 
depart­ 
ments, air conditioning , or lig ht­ 
ing . They carry new merchandise 
too, ju st as u p-to-date 
as 
New 
York. There hav e been chang es in 
the downtown area and there are 
more to come. 
Indu stry hasn’t chang ed mu ch, 
ex cept for new machines, painting 
of bu ilding s, landscaping and of­ 
fices. Sev eral new indu stries hav e 
come. Still, there hasn’t been any 
chang e arou nd here. 
The attitu de of ou p people is the 
same. Today , we think new streets 
are a waste of time; the only 
thing wrong with the old ones is 
that they weren’t pav ed. * 
New water and sewag e sy stems 
are talked abou t today only be­ 
cau se the present ones are inade­ 
qu ate for ten to fifteen y ears from 
now. We think of new hig hway s, 
recreational facilities, cu ltu ral op­ 
portu nity , off-street parking , malls 
for downtov y i shoppers to enjoy 
and a dy namic g rowth 
of 
ou r 
area. The chang e this reflects is 
that where one or two citizens 
formerly 
thou g ht 
abou t 
these 
thing s, today most of the com­ 
mu nity thinks abou t them- 
The list of chang es can become 
leng thy if one takes the time to 
compile it. Chang e for the sake of 
chang e has not cau sed these thing s 
to happen, bu t chang e becau se of 
necessity , need and a desire for 
better liv ing . 
Where once we thou g ht of miles, 
now it is lig ht y ears; rockets in­ 
stead of cars, billions of dollars 
in place of hu ndreds. Ou r minds 
hav e made these chang es so easi­ 
ly . we fail to realize it. 
They came not becau se of most 
of u s bu t in spite of most of u s, 
becau se the desire of someone else 
pu shed the chang e along for the 
betterment of the commu nity .

happened. 
The same kind of influ ences, u n­ 
fortu nately , which were prev alent 
in Eu rope and brou g ht oh the sec­ 
ond World War hav e been mani- 
^fest in recent weeks in this cou n­ 
try . There has been u nwitting and 
u nintentional encou rag ement g iv en 
to the dictators in Moscow and 
Peiping . 
Whether motiv ated by political 
partisanship or by misg u ided pac­ 
ifism or by some of the “Let’s-do- 
Bu siness-w i t h-Hitler” selfishness 
that today is calling ou t for recog ­ 
nition of Red China “ as a fact,” 
the tru th is this apparent accep­ 
tance of the Commu nist v iewpoint 
has afforded Nikita Khru shchev an 
opportu nity to take adv antag e of 
American dissension and disu nity . 
Close ex amination of the latest 
letter from the Sov iet Premier 
shows that he adopts v irtu ally ev ­ 
ery one of the points which hav e 
been made by the anti-administra­ 
tion spokesmen in the cou ntry 
when they arg u e the China prob­ 
lem. 


THERE ARE, for instance, the 
claims, frequ ently reiterated, that 
CHiiang Kai-shek represents no one 
bu t himself, or that the offshore 
islands belong to the mainland of 
China any how, or that they aren’t 
worth fig hting for. or that the Pres­ 
ident and Mrs. Du lles do not rep­ 
resent tru e American pu blic opinion 
and are try ing to prov oke a war. 
Emphasis on this line of arg u ­ 
ment has misled many a man on 
the street in this cou ntry . 
The Sov iet Premier repeats all 
this with a confidently ex pressed 
feeling that he has American pu b­ 
lic opinion back of him. Bu t where 
Khru shchev miscalcu lates is in his 
demand that the United States g et 
ou t of Formosa. 
Up to now there hav e been in 
this cou ntry some seriou s adv o­ 
cates of “Two Chinas”—that is, a 
tru stee Formosa and a Commu ­ 
nist China on the mainland, each 
independent and each to be ad­ 
mitted to the United Nations. 
This plan has been u rg ed as a 
compromise. Bu t from the pen of 
Khru shchev comes now the word 
that it is all or nothing and that 
he wants America to cease aiding 
the Nationalist g ov ernment on For­ 
mosa. 
He warns that the Red forces in­ 
tend to take ov er Formosa com­ 
pletely . It’s a demand for u ncon­ 
ditional su rrender. 
In a sense Khru shchev confirms 
the sou ndness of the point made 


all along by President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Du lles that the off­ 
shore islands were really sou g ht 
by Red China as a base from 
which to attack and conqu er For­ 
mosa. 


THE UNITED STATES, howev er, 
has a mu tu al protection treaty with 
the 
Nationalist 
g ov ernment 
on 
Formosa, which now holds the off­ 
shore islands. Hence, an attack 
on Qu emoy cou ld be the beg inning 
of an attack on Formosa. 
This is a simple piece of mili­ 
tary strateg y . Yet many Ameri­ 
cans, apparently anx iou s for peace 
at any price, hav e ov erlooked it 
and hav e tried to make it appear 
that Qu emoy by itself cou ld be 
su rrendered withou t cau sing the 
collapse of the Nationalist army of 
500,000 and of the military forces 
of the free g ov ernments of the 
Philippines, Sou th Korea and Viet­ 
nam. 
It is incomprehensible ju st why 
any American wou ld u rg e a step 
away of the potential u se of a 
million armed men now ready to 
defend American interests in the 
Far East. To y ield to that doctrine 
means, of cou rse, increasing the 
draft calls of American boy s in 
order to protect the American posi­ 
tion in the Far East. 
Yet that has been the direction 
in which the critics of the admin­ 
istration hav e been drifting . They 
belittle Chiang Kai-shek and dis­ 
cou rag e the Chinese people who 
still believ e in freedom. 


FORMOSA IS A SYMBOL of the 
y earning s of millions of Chinese 
for freedom. To abolish that sy m­ 
bol and to g iv e the impression that 
it is ju st one man who wants to 
see Formosa protected ag ainst the 
.Commu nists is to play into the 
hands of the Reds. 
It cou ld encou rag e them to make 
a miscalcu lation abou t the streng th 
of America’s determination and the 
ex tent to which the 
American 
people wou ld back u p their own 
g ov ernment. Su ch a g amble cou ld 
bring on a world war. 
The refu sal of President Eisen­ 
hower officially to receiv e the 
Khru shchev letter is, of cou rse, 
ju st a g estu re. What the Sov iet 
Premier wrote had already been 
widely pu blished. 
The President has made the 
point nev ertheless that, at the v ery 
time when neg otiations between 
ambassadors from Red China and 
the United States are try ing at 
conferences in Poland to work ou t 
a cease-fire and peace ag reement 
on the whole problem of Formosa, 
the Sov iet leader comes u p with 
a demand for the ex pu lsion of 
American forces from Formosa and 
the withdrawal of the American 
fleet from that area. 
He does not want to confine the 
issu e to the offshore islands alone. 
Firmness cou ld bring peace in 
the Far East bu t any policy of the 
United States becomes weak and 
ineffectiv e abroad u nless all Amer­ 
icans stand firm behind the Presi­ 
dent. 
The Commu nists mu st be con­ 
v inced that all factions here are 
u niting in demanding a renu ncia­ 
tion of the u se of force in the 
Far East.

Hints from Warsaw su g g est Red 
China may make a pitch to bring 
the Far East crisis before a su m­ 
mit meeting 
at which Peiping 
wou ld be represented. 
These hints come from Commu ­ 
nist informants at the scene of the 
U.S.-Red Chinese talks in the Po­ 
lish capital. Commu nist inform­ 
ants hav e a way of scenting how 
the wind blows. 
Su ch a driv e wou ld be difficu lt 
to cou nter. It cou ld hav e the ap­ 
pearance of a Red Chinese conces­ 
sion to peace. 
The Red Chinese hav e the initia­ 
tiv e. Peiping has the power to 
tu rn Far East crises on and off 
as easily as tu rning a spig ot. It 
was Peiping initiativ e that tu rned 
the spig ot in mid-Au g u st, after 
months of a su llen, g lowering sort 
of near-tru ce throu g hou t the three 
months of the dang erou s midsu m­ 
mer Arab East crisis. 
Peiping has been accu sed of try ­ 
ing to shoot its way into U.N. 
membersliip. 
It cou ld 
also 
try 
blackmail. The U.N. Assembly ’s 
Steering Committee has v oted to 
bar the Red Chinese membership 
issu e for this y ear, bu t India and 
six other Asian-African nations are 
clamoring for a rev ersal of the 
decision. 
The Asian-African mov e reflects 
g enu ine fear in the East that the 
Formosa Strait crisis cou ld ex ­ 
plode into war. Pressu re u pon the 
United States to g iv e g rou nd in­ 
creases. 
The dilemma facing American 
policy is whether to stick stu bborn­ 
ly to its China policy and risk 
wholesale loss of friends both in 
Eu rope and Asia, or to g iv e g rou nd 
u nder Commu nist pressu re and 
lose prestig e. 
The United States seems jockey ­ 
ing for time. Its mov es appear to 
add u p to a calcu lated g amble. 
Washing ton seems to be betting 
the Red Chinese—and ev en more, 
the Sov iets—are not g oing to let 
the Formosa crisis ex plode into 
major war. 
What’s behind this reasoning ? 
The cold w ar’s history shows a 
definite pattern—a rhy thmic rise 
and fall in temperatu res in the 
Far East. The pressu re nev er real­ 
ly was lifted at all in the past 
half-dozen y ears. Bu t the lu lls 


hav e been noteworthy , seeming to 
betoken a cau tiou s Red preference 
for handling ju st one major crisis 
at a time. 
Red shelling of the offshore is­ 
lands has been g oing on sporadic­ 
ally all this time. Bu t the lu lls 
came in 1953 immediately before 
and after Stalin’s death, at the 
heig ht of the 1954 Indochina crisis, 
at the time the Sov iets were man­ 
u factu ring the Genev a spirit in 
1955, and ag ain du ring each of the 
Middle 
East 
crises 
of 
recent 
y ears. 


The g u ns were v irtu ally silent 
for the three months of the last 
big Middle East crisis, and roared 
ag ain as some sort of restless calm 
was restored to the Arab East. 
Each renewal of the war threat 
was 
another 
abrasion 
for 
the 
world’s nerv es. Each cau sed ris­ 
ing annoy ance among America’s 
allies with a policy many in those 
cou ntries 
considered 
insu pport­ 
able. 
This time the Red Chinese at­ 
tacks hav e been more sev ere than 
ev er. Possibly that is becau se Pei­ 
ping sees the opportu nity as g reat­ 
er than ev er. 
The United States has held ou t 
a prospect of some sort of solu ­ 
tion throu g h peacefu l neg otiation. 
This wou ld requ ire concessions on 
both sides. Any concession the 
United States mig ht make wou ld 
be a political v ictory for Red 
China. 
Washing ton 
hardly 
can 
compromise withou t g oing back on 
its pledg es to Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Nationalists. 
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Aiming For A Real Vote Record 


The voter registration deadline this year 
falls exactly a week to the day after Consti­ 
tution Day, legally called Citizenship Day. 
How many East Liverpool residents may 
have been inspired by last week’s obser­ 
vance to add their names to the lists of eligi­ 
ble voters would be impossible to estimate. 
It is safe to say that too many stand ever 
ready to sing the praises of constitutional 
freedom but fail to exercise the most basic 
safeguard of that freedom. 
There are some people. 
Including the 
county areas where registration is not re­ 
quired in order to vote, who fail even to see 
the connection between the right to vote and 
the duty to vote, why Constitution Day should 
also be called Citizenship Day. They are the 
ones who say : 
“These registration campaigns are just 
something the politicians cook up to get publi­ 
city. I hate politics. I don’t vote because 
politics is crooked.” 
Then there are those who see the connec­ 
tion but feel they are not personally involved. 
They are the ones who say: 
“What difference w’ould my one little vote 
make?” 


There are those who recognize the value of 
voting, but put such high value on their own 
votes that they “save” them for “important” 
elections. They are the ones who say: 


“I only vote in the presidential elections 
These local ones don't really mean much.” 
Add to those types the people who just 
“ can’t find the time” or “can't be bothered” 
and you have something like 2,000 people in 
the city alone who will not be eligible to 
cast ballots in November. 


Those 2,000 are the reason backers of the 
registration campaign are not resting on the 
increase in the number of voters signed up. 
Each citizen who fails to vote is a threat to 
democracy's strength. The really significant 
figure is not the number who have registered, 
but the number who have not. 
One hundred per cent registration may be 
improbable but it is not impossible. Until it 
is achieved, new’ records can be set every 
election year and the need for registration 
campaigns still will remain. 
If and when it is achieved, we will have 
a registration record we can really crow 
about. 


End Of The Diplomatic Line 


Patience and tact are two of the cardinal 
rules of diplomacy. The average citizen is 
often appalled by the language and actions 
tolerated by those engaged in international 


relations as the routine method of doing 


business. 
Consequently, mo«t Americans probably felt 
like cheering President Eisenhower when he 
returned as unacceptable Nikita Khrushchev’s 
latest diatribe disguised as a “diplomatic 
note.” Every man understands that there are 
times when an abusive attack is best an­ 
swered by refusing it the dignity of an 
answer. 
Actually, by taking the action he did, the 
President disproved the very accusation the 
Kremlin has hurled at him in its fury at being 
scorned. 
It says, for instance, the return of the bitter 
letter shows American authorities do not 
want to “listen to the voice of reason.” What 
is reasonable about charging the United States 
with “ aggression” because it acts to defend 
a nation with whom it has a defense agree­ 
ment? 
The Red bosses also charge that the U.S. 
Ignores the “popular demand for putting an 
end to the policy of saber rattling which is 
carrying the w’orld to the brink of wrar ” 
What is more entitled to the label of “saber 
rattling” than Khrushchev’s threat to expel 
American forces from the Formosa area if 
they do not leave voluntarily? Who started 
the current shooting there, anyway** 
And Pravda, the voice of “truth” the way 


I’lie Red Utopia 


Nikita Khrushchev’s proposals for the re­ 
organization of the Soviet school system to 
teach more respect for work gives added 
significance to two recent articles in a Rus­ 
sian youth newspaper. 
Written by a Communist philosopher they 
warned young Russians against painting too 
rosy a picture of the Red Utopia they have 
been promised. 
Although the Soviet Union is now* officially 
in the stage of socialism where people are 
rewarded according to their work, the author 
emphasizes, the Communist ideal is that all 
people will w’brk according to their abilities 
and be paid only according to their needs. 
How and when the Kremlin proposes to 
make the shift were not discussed. Neither 
was' the question of who will decide what 
each individual’s abilities and needs are. 
In the ultimate state, philosopher continues, 
there will be no need for money or savings 
because nothing will be bought or sold.

Moscow sees it, claims that the President’s 
rejection of the letter constituted “a violation 
of the generally accepted rules of diplomatic 
relations.” As the White House statements on 
the subject so clearly emphasized, Khrush­ 
chev’s harangue did not fall within the outer­ 
most limits of the patience and tact expected 
in diplomatic practice.

On the other hand, the Communists in both 
Peiping and Moscow have backgrounded the 
Warsaw meetings with one threatening tactic 
after another, climaxed by the abusive and 
Insulting Khrushchev letter of last Friday. 
At that point the President of the United 
States felt compelled to call a halt. His 
patience could be taxed, his tact imposed 
upon, but he would not be bullied.

Reds Don't Grasp U.S. - Free China Bond 
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A Hoffa Real Estate Venture 


One of Jim Hoffa’s intimate bus­ 
iness associates not too long ago 
pledged that the Teamsters’ chief 
would deposit a certified check 
for one million 
dollars of un­ 
ion 
funds 
in 
a Florida bank 
from w h i c h 
t h e y were 
s e e k i n g big 
loans for a pri­ 
vate land de­ 
velopment pro­ 
ject. 
Tile offer, ac­ 
cording to de- 
Victor Riesel 
tailed but virtually unnoticed rec­ 
ords of the McClellan committee, 
was made by a 
“Col.” Henry 
Lower to the president of 
the 
Florida National Bank at Orlando. 
Lower and Hoffa have been part­ 
ners in this real estate adventure 
known as Sun Valley, near Titus­ 
ville, Fla. 
When Lower made the million 
dollar offer in 1956, he also as­ 
sured the bank president that Hof­ 
fa was a fine fellow to do business 
with because he soon would be 
president 
of 
the 
International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
That conversation was held long 
before Hoffa actually was elected. 
Part of the deal went through. Hof­ 
fa deposited a half a million dol­ 
lars of his Detroit local union s 
funds in the Florida bank—in an 
interest-free checking account. 


SHORTLY, the Orlando bank did 
lend the Lower - Hoffa Sun Valley 
“homes • in - the - sun - for - team­ 
sters” project a half million dol­ 
lars. 
There 
was 
no ordinary col­ 
lateral. The bank simply advanced 
the money to Hoffa’s partner on 
that partner's signature—and the 
promise that Hoffa’s Detroit Local 
Union 299 would always keep an 
account in the bank equal to the 
amount which Sun Valley owed the 
Orlando financial institution. 
When the McClellan committee 
chief counsel, 
Robert 
Kennedy, 
asked this Florida bank for a state­ 
ment on this unusual practice of 
making big loans without usual 
collateral, the bank’s vice presi­ 
dent stated that they accepted a 
“moral assignment of various con­ 
tracts for deeds made between 
Sun Valley and purchasers.” 
Jim Hoffa has made good on the 
promise. Hoffa’s word was Sun 
Valley’s bond. His local union had 
$400,000 still in interest-free depos­ 
its in the bank at the close of bank­ 
ing hours on Wednesday, Sept. 17. 
At the usual industrial interest 
rates Hoffa’s union could h a v e 
earned well over $50,000 instead of 
covering his private real estate 
project for nothing these past few 
years. 


BUT SUN VALLEY may not 
have paid off for Hoffa. either. 
McClellan committee probers re­ 
ported that the project is about 
bankrupt. 
We don’t know yet whether Hot- 
fa did well on the deal but it’s cer­ 
tain that a lot of well - meaning 
folk, eager to retire into the sun, 
did lose. 
They bought their rainbow's end 
when word was passed in Detroit 
that “Jimmy was interested.” 
One of them was a newsboy who 
put his nickels into a piece of 
God’s earth for his mother. Girls 
working in the Teamster offices 
bought property. Truckdrivers put 
hard-earned $50 payments 
down 
and threw $10 a month into the 
pot. Look at these figures—$2.50 a 
week out of a Teamster’s pocket. 
And why not? The Sun Valley 
salesmen 
pictured 
the develop­ 
ment as a gold old age haven— 
beautifully located, fully improved 
with roads and sewerage systems 
—and with inexpensive homes eas­ 
ily constructed. There were few 
improvements. 
In fact, the purchasers did not 
actually get title to their lots. They 
were to wait until Sun Valley’s 
owners paid off the first mortgage. 
Only then could they really begin 
building homes, because only then 
would they own the land on which 
these “havens” could stand. 


WHEN SOME inquired about the 
cost of houses, they learned that

it would require upward of $15,000 
to put one up. This is far out of 
the price range that the newsboy, 
the girls and the teamsters could 
afford. 
If Sun Valley is officially declar­ 
ed bankrupt, the property reverts 
to the mortgages—and the invest­ 
ors will lose much—or all—of what 
they put in. 
But Hoffa’s partner. Col. Lower, 
hasn’t suffered. Committee testi­ 
mony states that Lower 
spent 
some of the Sun Valley loans on 
ice cream shops and real estate 
in Detroit. The bank loan was in­ 
tended for Sun Valley improve­ 
ments. 
Committee 
investigators 


reckon that Lower put at least 
$84,000 into these Detroit ventures. 
Lower really threw caution to 
the usual place when he told a 
friend that he was now living bet­ 
ter than “the boss. Jimmy Hoffa.” 
Lower began driving a ’57 Cad­ 
illac and moved into a $35,000 
home. In all, for one reason 
or 
another. Lower drew a total of 
$235,000 from Sun Valley and sev­ 
eral Michigan Teamsters locals, in­ 
cluding Hoffa's. 
There was a lot of long green 
made out of Sun Valley—but not 
by the union’s members. They’ll 
have to wait for their place in the 
sun. 


Nothing Ever Changes

“This town never changes; It is 
the same as it was 20 years ago.” 
How many times have you heard 
this statement about the town? 
It’s said too often, unfortunately. 
The last time it was said to me, 
I was sitting in an ultra-modern, 
glass and brick restaurant that 
had just opened. It was built in the 
exact spot where its predecessor 
had been and had looked a little 
shabby, old and 
out 
of place. 
What a difference between those 
two buildings, but then, “nothing 
ever changes here.” 
There are two reactions to this 
statement about the city in which 
we live. One, you don’t 
think 
about it and generally believe it: 
or two, you finally get irritated 
enough to sit down and make a 
list of some changes that have oc­ 
curred. In a matter of minutes, 
the list gets lengthy. 
Physical changes are many. Is 
there a town which hasn’t built 
some new schools lately or ex­ 
panded existing buildings? The old 
buildings, especially, are getting 
new coats of paint, chalk-boards, 
lights and visual education. A new 
environment is being established 
to permit the many recent changes 
in education to be used in teach­ 
ing our children. But schools never 
change much around here, only 
their size, atmosphere and prod­ 
uct — better 
educated 
young 
citizens. 
A look at the churches in town 
will provide more items for the 
list. Spiritually, more people are 
going to church, and as a result 
there have been physical changes 
in our churches: new sanctuaries, 
educational units or expansion to 
the existing plant. But these are 
minor items, because our town 
doesn’t change much. 


Now our business area hasn’t 
really 
been 
touched 
recently. 
There have been IO or 15 stores 
that have made changes in their 
buildings: 
new 
fronts, 
depart­ 
ments, air conditioning, or light­ 
ing. They carry new merchandise 
too, just as up-to-date 
as 
New 
York. There have been changes in 
the downtown area and there are 
more to come. 
Industry hasn’t changed much, 
except for new machines, painting 
of buildings, landscaping and of­ 
fices. Several new industries have 
come. Still, there hasn’t been any 
change around here. 
The attitude of our people is the 
same. Today, we think new streets 
are a 
waste of time: the only 
thing wrong with the old ones is 
that they weren’t paved. * 
New water and sewage systems 
are talked about today only be­ 
cause the present ones are inade­ 
quate for ten to fifteen years from 
now. We think of new highways, 
recreational facilities, cultural op­ 
portunity, off-street parking, malls 
for downtown shoppers to 
enjoy 
and a dynamic growth 
of our 
area. The change this reflects is 
that where one or two citizens 
formerly 
thought 
about 
these 
things, 
today most of the com­ 
munity 
thinks about them. 
The list of changes can become 
lengthy if one takes the time to 
compile it. Change for the sake of 
change has not caused these things 
to happen, but change because of 
necessity, need and a desire for 
better living. 
Where once we thought of miles, 
now it is light years; rockets in­ 
stead of cars, billions of dollars 
in place of hundreds. Our minds 
have made these changes so easi­ 
ly. we fail to realize it. 
They came not because of most 
of us but in spite of most of us, 
because the desire of someone else 
pushed the change along for the 
betterment of the community.

World War II might never have 
happened. 
The same kind of influences, un­ 
fortunately, which were prevalent 
in Europe and brought oft the sec­ 
ond World War have been mani­ 
fest in recent weeks in this coun­ 
try. There has been unwitting and 
unintentional encouragement given 
to the dictators in Moscow and 
Peiping. 
Whether motivated by political 
partisanship or by misguided pac­ 
ifism or by some of the “Let's-do- 
Business-w I t h-Hitler” selfishness 
that today is calling out for recog­ 
nition of Red China “as a fact,” 
the truth is this apparent accep­ 
tance of the Communist viewpoint 
has afforded Nikita Khrushchev an 
opportunity to take advantage of 
American dissension and disunity. 
Close examination of the latest 
letter from the Soviet Premier 
shows that he adopts virtually ev­ 
ery one of the points which have 
been made by the anti-administra­ 
tion spokesmen in the country 
when they argue the China prob­ 
lem. 


THERE ARE. for instance, the 
claims, frequently reiterated, that 
Chiang Kai-shek represents no one 
but himself, or that the offshore 
islands belong to the mainland of 
China anyhow, or that they aren’t 
worth fighting for, or that the Pres­ 
ident and Mrs. Dulles do not rep­ 
resent true American public opinion 
and are trying to provoke a war. 
Emphasis on this line of argu­ 
ment has misled many a man on 
the street in this country. 
The Soviet Premier repeats all 
this with a confidently expressed 
feeling that he has American pub­ 
lic opinion back of him. But where 
Khrushchev miscalculates Is in his 
demand that the United States get 
out of Formosa. 
Up to now there have been in 
this country some serious advo­ 
cates of “Two Chinas”—that is, a 
trustee Formosa and a Commu­ 
nist China on the mainland, each 
independent and each to be ad­ 
mitted to the United Nations. 
This plan has been urged as a 
compromise. But from the pen of 
Khrushchev comes now the word 
that it is all or nothing and that 
he wants America to cease aiding 
the Nationalist government on For­ 
mosa. 
He warns that the Red forces in­ 
tend to take over Formosa com­ 
pletely. It’s a demand for uncon­ 
ditional surrender. 
In a sense Khrushchev confirms 
the soundness of the point made 


all along by President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Dulles that the off­ 
shore islands were really sought 
by Red China as a base from 
which to attack and conquer For­ 
mosa. 


THE UNITED STATES, however, 
Ins a mutual protection treaty with 
the 
Nationalist 
government 
on 
Formosa, which now holds the off­ 
shore islands. Hence, an attack 
on Quemoy could be the beginning 
of an attack on Formosa. 
This is a simple piece of mili­ 
tary strategy. Yet many Ameri­ 
cans, apparently anxious for peace 
at any price, have overlooked it 
and have tried to make it appear 
that Quemoy by itself could be 
surrendered without causing the 
collapse of the Nationalist army of 
500,000 and of the military forces 
of the free governments of the 
Philippines, South Korea and Viet­ 
nam. 
It is incomprehensible just why 
any American would urge a step 
away of the potential use of a 
million armed men now ready to 
defend American interests in the 
Far East. To yield to that doctrine 
means, of course, increasing the 
draft calls of American boys in 
order to protect the American posi­ 
tion in the Far East. 
Yet that has been the direction 
in which the critics of the admin­ 
istration have been drifting. They 
belittle Chiang Kai-shek and dis­ 
courage the Chinese people who 
still believe in freedom. 


FORMOSA IS A SYMBOL of the 
yearnings of millions of Chinese 
for freedom. To abolish that sym­ 
bol and to give the impression that 
it is just one man who wants to 
see Formosa protected against the 
Communists is to play into the 
hands of the Reds. 
It could encourage them to make 
a miscalculation about the strength 
of America’s determination and the 
extent to which 
the American 
people would back up their own 
government. Such a gamble could 
bring on a world war. 
The refusal of President Eisen­ 
hower officially to receive the 
Khrushchev letter is, of course, 
just a gesture. What the Soviet 
Premier wrote had already been 
widely published. 
The President has made the 
point nevertheless that, at the very 
time when negotiations between 
ambassadors from Red China and 
the United States are trying at 
conferences in Poland to work out 
a cease-fire and peace agreement 
on the whole problem of Formosa, 
the Soviet leader comes up with 
a demand for the expulsion of 
American forces from Formosa and 
the withdrawal of the American 
fleet from that area. 
He does not want to confine th* 
issue to the offshore islands alone. 
Firmness could bring peace in 
the Far East but any policy of the 
United States becomes weak and 
ineffective abroad unless all Amer­ 
icans stand firm behind the Presi­ 
dent. 
The Communists must be con­ 
vinced that all factions here are 
uniting in demanding a renuncia­ 
tion of the use of force in the 
Far East. 


Reds Have The Initiative

Hints from Warsaw suggest Red 
China may make a pitch to bring 
the Far East crisis before a sum­

Peiping has been accused of try­ 
ing to shoot its way into U N. 
membership. 
It could also try 
blackmail. The U.N. Assembly’s 
Steering Committee has voted to 
bar the Red Chinese membership 
issue for this year. but India and 
six other Asian-African nations are 
clamoring for a reversal of the 
decision. 
The Asian-African move reflects 
genuine fear in the East that the 
Formosa Strait crisis could ex­ 
plode into war. Pressure upon the 
United States to give ground in­ 
creases. 
The dilemma facing American 
policy is whether to stick stubborn­ 
ly to its China policy and risk 
wholesale loss of friends both in 
Europe and Asia, or to give ground 
urder Communist pressure and 
lose prestige. 
The United States seems jockey­ 
ing for time. Its moves appear to 
add up to a calculated gamble. 
Washington seems to be betting 
the Red Chinese—and even more, 
the Soviets—are not going to let 
the Formosa crisis explode into 
major war. 
What’s behind this reasoning? 
The cold war’s history shows a 
definite pattern—a rhythmic rise 
and fall in temperatures in the 
Far East. The pressure never real­ 
ly was lifted at all in the past 
half-dozen years.

betoken a cautious Red preference 
for handling just one major crisis 
at a time.
